Lamkin Finds Service Sells Goods

CAPE GIRARDEAU, Mo. — “We sell service 
which in turn sells our merchandise, claims R. E 
L. (Robert E. Lee) Lamkin, who, at 88, actively 
serves as president of Buckner- Ragsdale Clothing 
Co. here. 
Lamkin points out that in a community of 
35,000 plus (with a 60- mile radius trade area, 
largely rural), a store depends heavily on repeat 
business. Service and fair play, therefore, he says, 
are an absolute necessity to stay in business. 
The type of service which Buckner- Ragsdale 
offers ranges from no interest on charge accounts 
(one-third 
must be paid each 
month), fast 
alterations at no charge, free gift wrapping and 
free delivery. 
Such services keep a small independent alive, 
Lampkin maintains. “It’s our reason for being,” 
he adds. 
“We have customers in St. Louis who say they 
can’t get any of the services we offer in a large 
city,” Lampkin says. 
Buckner - Ragsdale, one of the oldest and 
most 
respected 
retail 
names 
in 
southeast 
Missouri, 
was founded in 1907 by Charles 
Buckner, W. D. Ragsdale and R. E. L. Lamkin. 
Within the next two years, Ragsdale and a George 
Lough established two more stores: The Buckner- 
Ragsdale Store Co. in Sikeston, Mo., and the 
Buckner- Ragsdale Mercantile Co., in Charleston 
Mo. 
From the beginning, Lamkin stresses, the 
stores were closely related, but have always been 
financially separate companies. 
“We strive for group buying, but a store isn’t 
obligated,” he said. 
Buckner - Ragsdale Clothing on Main Street in 
downtown Cape Girardeau, operates on a first 
floor and basement. Total square footage is about 
15,750. 
Of 
that, 
the 
men’s 
and 
student 
departments occupy about a third of the main 
floor and a men’s work clothes department 
occupies a major portion of the basement. Shoes, 
women’s ready- to - wear and children’s wear are 
also carried. 
Men’s and student’s account for about 24 per 
cent of the store volume. 
We consider men’s wear very important,” 
Lampkin says. “We’re going forward all the time 


and we continue to trade up, he adds. 
“We try to project a middle- of - the - road 
style image in our store,” Lamkin continues. “We 
offer a little bit of the fashion - minded, but 
much more for the middle- of - the - road and 
conservative taste. We strive to attract customers 
of all ages.” 
Prices, he says, are also in the middle. Most 
suit business, for example, is done from $90 to 
$125. 
Important brands include Botany, Society 
Brand, Cricketeer, Manhattan, MacGregor and 
H.I.S. 


Buckner- Ragsdale promotes and advertises 
heavily in the town’s daily newspaper. Some 
radio is used and occasionally television. Emphais 
throughout is on brand name, quality and service. 
Statement fillers also, are sent out each 
month. About 1,500 to 2,000 active names 
appear on the books, Lamkin estimates. 
One of the most revolutionary changes the 
men’s department has experienced in the last two 
years has been the dramatic swing to knits, which 
currently account for about 80 per cent of the 
clothing business and which shows no signs of 
letting up. 


Another has been the increased emphasis on 
coordinates and the coinciding shift to sport type 
clothing.

advertising but most of it is accomplished 
personal sales effort. Buying, which is done 
primarily in St. Louis and some at the Menswear 
Retailers of America Conventions, emphasizes 
coordination.

Another development came six months ago 
with the creation of a new department, The 
Denim Cove, which caters to the student trade. 
Denim 
business has grown tremendously in 
recent years. 
A nice job is done in students, Lamkin says, 
an area which tends to be more style- minded 
than regular men’s department. 
Buckner- Ragsdale has very little turnover in 
sales help. Most salesmen have been with the firm 
20 years and more and have developed large, 
loyal personal followings.

It was back in 1862 that 


Congress passed the Homestead 
Act, which offered 160 acres 
of land free to anyone who 
would clear it and live on it for 
five years.

homes. Three special articles in

Soviet 
criminal 
code, 
adopted in 1966, were directed 
against 
the Crimean Tartars 
and any who might attempt to 
speak out in their defense.
